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Moose moving to store 


units next to Cork & Bottle "™

The Belleville Moose Lodge plans to 
make its move this week end from 831 E. 
Huron River Drive in Van Buren Township 
to a new temporary site in a strip mall at 
1000 Sumpter Road, next to the Cork & 
Bottle party store, also in VBT. 

Robert Coutts, administrator of the 
Belleville Moose Lodge #934, said they 
plan to move items the week end of May 
17, 18, and 19 and turn the former Moose 
building over to the new owners on May 
20 or 21. 

Coutts said the BYC has been patient 
and many BYC members are also Moose 
members. The Moose will be paying a 
total of $2,000 per month rent for two 
units in the strip mall, which will be their 
temporary location. 

“It’s up to the members to support the 
club,” Coutts said. 

Last December, Coutts said the BYC 
made a “rather generous offer” to buy the 
Moose property, which had been up for 
sale. 

The BYC is a private, social group that 
had purchased a lakeside lot at 430 N. 
Liberty Street in the City of Belleville and 
had planned to build its clubhouse there. 
The BYC stands for Belleville Yacht Club, 
but that name cannot be used because it is 
legally owned by the owner of Johnny’s 
Grill. 

On Sept. 13, the Belleville Planning 
Commission approved the BYC’s plan 
to build a two-level private clubhouse of 
7,300 square feet. That was almost double 
the size of the 4,300 square foot clubhouse 
approved by the city planning commission 
on Nov. 10, 2011. No construction ever 
started there. 

The Moose Lodge at 831 E. Huron River 
Drive in Van Buren Township also is on 
Belleville Lake. The assessed value of 
the property for 2012 was $515,900. The 
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parcel has 3.98 acres and a huge parking 
lot in front. 

In early January, Coutts announced 
the BYC exceeded the requirements 
for the purchase price given by Moose 
International for the property and building, 
although he did not disclose the price. The 
closing on the property was due for the end 
of January. 

It was a friendly agreement and the BYC 
gave the Moose until after the International 
Dart Tournament it was hosting at the end 
of April to vacate the premises. 

The BYC first gave the Moose until May 1 
to move out and then extended that to May 
30 when the Moose had trouble finding a 
place to move. 

Coutts said the Moose was looking at 
multiple options and the members have to 
do what is financially best for the club. 

“Our goal is to stay in the tri-community 
area and continue operations,” Coutts said 
in January. 

That was the month the Moose submitted 
a proposal to buy Sumpter Township’s 
PNA Hall, Coutts said. He said he met 
with township attorney Rob Young and 
Supervisor Johnny Vawters. 

Discussions continued for four months 
-- through April -- when the township said 
it was no longer interested in selling the 
hall. 

Coutts said the Moose made three 
proposals on the hall to Sumpter and 
received no counter offers. 

On April 23, the Sumpter Township 
Board of Trustees went into closed-door 
session to consider the sale or rental of the 
PNA Hall to the Moose. After the session, 
Coutts said township attorney Young told 
him he couldn’t get a majority of four 
people on the board to agree. 

That was the end of the PNA option. 

Coutts said the Moose considered the 
Progressive Hall in Romulus, but that

Davenport introduces plans for 
strip mall at Amerman property

An upscale strip mall is what Davenport 
Brothers are planning for the former 
Amerman lumberyard and house property 
next to the railroad on East Columbia 
Avenue in the City of Belleville. 

The addresses are 270 S. Liberty Street 
and 164 E. Columbia. 

For the first half hour of the Belleville 
Planning Commission’s regular meeting on 
May 9, architect Wade Hoppe introduced 
planners to the project that he said 
Davenport is “eager to pursue.” 

He said South Liberty Street bisects the 
property and the Belleville City Council 
will consider vacating that part of the street 
at its regular meeting on May 20. 

The site has access to sanitary sewer, 
water and a storm water line from two 
directions. 

“There have been several efforts to 


develop this property,” Hoppe said. One 
proposal was an apartment complex. 
Another, proposed by the late Chesley 
Odom, was a Westborn Market grocery 
store. 

Hoppe said the strip mall will be along 
East Columbia Avenue and will feature 
a variety of spaces for tenants, with two 
larger areas. There will be provisions for 
taking out walls between units to make 
larger areas. 

Parking will be along the front and the side 
of the site, with circulation to the back for 
employee parking. The preliminary plans 
show two retention ponds for storm water 
control that will empty into the wastewater 
sewer on Wabash Street. 

Hoppe said it would be upscale with a lot 
of amenities. It would be attractive to draw 
good tenants. 

“What it exactly would look like is yet to

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Van Buren Public School Board 
approves two more contracts

The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education unanimously approved two 
more employee contracts at Monday’s 
regular board meeting. 

A two-year contract for the 21 members 
of the VB Association of Educational 
Secretaries had several concessions. It was 
ratified by the union on April 23. 

In the past, the 10-month secretaries 
received 10 vacation days that they 
couldn’t take and then got paid for the two 
weeks at the end of the year in one lump 
sum. That has been discontinued, but could 
be reinstated for the 2014-15 school year, 
should the district’s financial condition 
improve. 

The contract also used to allow for 
$160 per secretary who works 30 hours or 
more to be set aside in a flexible spending 
account for secretary needs. That also has 
been discontinued. 

The total savings to the district was about 
$6,500 with the two concessions. 

The second year of the July 1, 2013 
through June 30, 2015 agreement calls for 
an economic reopener. 

Tuition reimbursement for classes to 
improve competency and skills on the 
job has been discontinued and there are 
changes to sick leave for family illness. 

VB Administrators, Supervisors 

The other contract approved by the 
board was a one-year agreement with the 
16 members of the VB Administrators 
& Supervisors Association. It runs July 
1, 2013 through June 30, 2014 and was 
ratified by the union on April 24. 

The contract agrees to add six additional 
work days to their 2013-14 contract without 
additional pay. That was the only change. 

Shonta Langford-Green, the district’s 
Director of Human Resources, said it will 
save the district an estimated $54,000 for 
them working extra days, expected to be 
split between the beginning and end of the 
school year, without extra compensation. 

Board Treasurer Sherry Frazier questioned 
this being the only change in the contract, 
and no 5% pay cut. 

Trustee Scott Russell admonished Frazier 
for asking about something that was 
discussed during private negotiations. 

“They were not asked to give up any 
steps,’ Frazier said, comparing them to 
the teachers’ agreement. She said they will 
be in the buildings for those six extra days 
without anyone to supervise. 

In other business at the May 13 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved this summer’s Sinking Fund 
glass and glazing replacement projects 


for $590,333 by lone bidder Peterson 
Glass and the extension of parking lots at 
Edgemont and Rawsonville schools for 
$50,165 by Asphalt Specialist, Inc. (about 
$10,000 less than expected). Gino Del Pup 
of Plante Moran filled in for Paul Wills for 
the presentation on the projects; 

e Approved terminating the following 
teachers as of June 30: Linda Clayton, 35 
years, Owen, retirement; Lori Spangler, 
34 years, Rawsonville, retirement; Stacy 
Tubbs, 11 years, BHS, resignation; 
Michael Komaromi, 10 years, BHS, 
resignation; John Raul Buison, 1 year, 
BHS, resignation; Cherita Hill, 1 year, 
Edgemont, resignation; Kimberly Henry, 1 
year, Rawsonville, relocation; and Shannon 
Kelley, 1 year, BHS, resignation; 

e Approved terminating the following 
support staff: Patty Burrell, secretary in 
Plant Operations, after 21 years of service 
as of June 30 because her position was 
eliminated; and Paula Young, after 31 years 
of service as a bus driver, as of June 14 for 
retirement; 

e Approved a June 8 field trip to Cedar 
Point in Sandusky, Ohio, for about 120 of 
the McBride Middle School eighth grade 
band and choir members; 

e Approved a Schools of Choice 
Declaration for the 2013-14 school year 
noting the district will offer a limited 
number of openings in all grades; 

e Approved the Wayne RESA budget 
resolution and appointed School Board 
Secretary Kevin English to vote on behalf 
of the school board in the June 3 Wayne 
RESA Biennial Election; and 

e Heard School Board President Brent 
Mikulski announce that the scheduled May 
20 workshop is cancelled and the next 
workshop will be June 21 (which Frazier 
said was her birthday). The next board 
meeting will be June 3 at 7 p.m. at the 
BHS Auditorium for Employee Retirement 
Recognition. A disciplinary hearing, 
expected to be in closed-door session, was 
set for May 14.

Head Start classes 


As of June 10 the Sumpter Township Head 
Start program will be closed down, another 
victim of the ill-conceived federal sequester 
cuts. 

AtTuesday’s regular meeting of the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees, Township 
Supervisor Johnny Vawters told his story. 
He said there had been rumors that the Head 
Start program in the Sumpter Community 
Center would be closed, so he and Clerk 
Clarence Hoffman went to a county meeting 
at the Kay Beard Building. They learned of 
the plans caused by the sequester cuts. 

Vawters said this is a hardship for the 
young families in Sumpter Township since 
many don’t have transportation to the Head 
Start program at St. Anthony’s Catholic 
Church in Belleville and the St. Anthony’s 
program will have fewer openings and part- 
time teachers. 

Vawters started lobbying to keep Head 
Start in Sumpter. He called this official and 
that official, going up the chain, but nothing 
helped. Sumpter offered to give Head Start 
free rent in the Community Center. It pays 
$17,000 a year now for a section of the 
building. But that wasn’t enough. He was 
told if all the entities gave free rent to Head 
Start it still wouldn’t be enough to keep it 
going. There are 36 Sumpter children and 93 
from other areas in this Head Start, he said. 

Vawters said he hasn’t given up, but he 
doesn’t know where else to turn. Sad time 
for children in Sumpter.

‘approve of a beer tent’ 


To the Editor: 

I am writing this letter in response to your 
article in the Independent on Thursday, May 
9, 2013: “City Council turns down request 
for beer tent at boat event in park.” 

For the record, I did not “approve of 
a beer tent.” Grace Baptist Church has 
consistently been opposed to the use of 
alcohol. I have received a couple of phone 
calls from individuals who could not 
believe that I was approving of the sale of 
alcohol. Therefore, I feel I need to respond 
to the public by the following: 

For the record, I was contacted by a 
representative of the Belleville Central 
Business Community (CBC) “as a 
courtesy” because they wanted to have a 
beer tent at the Boat Show in July. I asked, 
why are you calling me, and the response 
was that our church is within 500 feet of the 
event. My response was that I did not feel 
they needed my approval and that the law of 
500 feet would probably be circumvented 
as in the past. It is the responsibility of the 
Liquor Control Commission to contact the 
church in regards to the decision it would 
make in issuing the permit. 

My experience with the City and the 
Liquor Control Commission (LCC) comes 
from two events in the church’s past. 
One with the restaurant now called “The 
Bayou” and the other is “Johnny’s Grill,” 
both of which are within the 500-foot 
measurement. 

Especially “Johnny’s Grill” in which the 
representative of the LCC came and spoke 
with me about Johnny’s applying for a 
liquor license and saying, that, “They will 
NOT get the license because they are well 
within the 500-foot measurement.” Then 
the very next week the same gentlemen 
came to me and said, “They are going to 
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receive the license because they are beyond 
the 500-foot measurement.” 

How could that be? The buildings haven’t 
moved. His answer was that they would 
measure from address to address. Thus, 
measuring down High St. to Main St. to 
Roys St. to the church’s address 164 Roys 
St. 

Measurements used for determination of 
distance between buildings: The law reads 
as follows: 

The steps are: 

1. Determine the shortest route between 
the two. 

2. Create a beginning and ending point 
by projecting straight lines, at right angles 
to the center line, from the part of the 
church or school building nearest to the 
contemplated location and from the part 
of the contemplated location nearest to the 
church of school building. 

3. Measure the distance between the two 
points located in the center of the road. If 
any turns are taken, measure to the center 
of the intersection, then turn, continuing 
down the center line of the road you have 
turned onto. 

High Street should have been the only 
reference used. 

In regards to the “Beer Tent” and due to 
the fact that a new liquor license was not 
involved, and a request was being made 
for a one-day event, I said, “If you indeed 
get permission to have a beer tent, I would 
appreciate it if you would place it at the far 
end of the park, rather than across from the 
church property.” 

I was not approving of the “Beer Tent,” 
I was basing my comment on our past 
experiences and the probability that 
permission would be granted to have it no 
matter what the church’s position was.

didn’t work out. The Moose had a special 
meeting in early May and decided to rent 
space temporarily from the Cork & Bottle. 

They will attempt to move their liquor 
license and lottery terminals to their new 
location. Coutts said they have to talk to 
the Liquor Control Commission about that 
and with Van Buren Township about the 
liquor license move and possible zoning 
restrictions. 

Meanwhile, on May 7, the VBT 
Board of Trustees passed a resolution 
approving a new Club Liquor License with 
Entertainment Permit for the BYC at 831 E.

be determined,” Hoppe said, adding that 
evening’s presentation was to introduce the 
public to what is coming. He said they will 
be back with a site plan to begin the formal 
process. 

Commissioner John Juriga called the plan 
“a great idea,” but he said South Liberty 
Street should be changed back to a two- 
way street to alleviate the traffic problem 
in that area. 

City manager Diana Kollmeyer said they 
have briefly talked inhouse about two-way 
traffic on South Liberty next to the park, 
but it was put in place to make it safe for 
children. 

That street and Five Points is owned by 
Wayne County and, “Wayne County is its 
own entity.” 

Hoppe said there will be sound attenuation 
to help keep down the sounds from the 
trains. 

Juriga, who lives on East Huron River 
Drive, said since the Amerman house 
was removed, the train sounds come right 
down Madelon Street to his house. He said 
he hoped the strip mall would cut off the 
sounds to his house. 


Commissioner Mike Renaud asked if 
there are any potential tenants and Steve 
Davenport said he has potential tenants but 
doesn’t have any signed leases. 

Davenport said he met with the real 
estate person for the railroad to see if the 
developers could landscape the railroad 
right of way. He said he was told the right 
of way is leased to Dr. Louis Leonore and 
to John Hoops at the Belleville Mill. 

Commissioner Henry Kurczewski said 
he learned that Five Points has the most 
accidents in the area. He wondered if traffic 
from the strip mall couldn’t be run to South 
Street along the tracks. 

Davenport said the leases have to be 
honored. 

Mary Jane Dawson who lives across 
the street from the site of the proposed 
strip mall said, “I’d be very happy to see 
something across the street. They do great 
work.” 

Resident John Gage said he was worried 
about all the traffic the development would 
bring. 

Davenport said they have proposed 
making Liberty two way again, which 
would help. 

Another resident said she lives on 
Columbia behind this property and at 5:30 
a.m. when she leaves for work, she has 
to wait for traffic to clear before she can 
leave. She said it is very congested. 

Another resident who lives in the second 
house on Columbia from Five Points said 
in the morning and when the schools let 
out, traffic is backed up to Madelon Street. 

Harlan Davenport said at 7 a.m. the traffic 
is backed up, but the strip mall wouldn’t 
open until 9 or 9:30 a.m. and be open to 5 
or 5:30 p.m. 

“It’s an issue,” he said, adding if Liberty 
Street was open [two ways], when it backs 
up, people could head down Liberty Street 
to wherever they have to go. 

“This highlights an issue with Five 
Points,” said Commission Chairman Steve 
Jones, who noted a traffic study is needed 
by Wayne County on Five Points and South 
Liberty Street to facilitate movement of 
traffic. 

A resident, Vivian, who said her backyard 
abuts the Davenport property, said it’s not 
pretty from her backdoor and hasn’t been 
for some time now. 

Hoppe said they would put a screening 
fence or wall barrier.

Question from Martin in Sumpter 
Township: I recently bought a multi-acre 
parcel that was split off from my neighbor’s 
property. The split was approved and 
the property was Homestead taxes. The 
split-off property I bought is between my 
property and my neighbor/seller. Will I be 
able to claim Homestead on the property I 
bought even if I do not close by June 1 (the 
cutoff for filling a Homestead)? 

Answer: Yes! Because after you close on 
the property it will be next to your current 
home and property and because it is 
contiguous to your land you have the right 
to file the Homestead, even if you leave it 
with a separate parcel/tax ID number. 

Also, the Homestead Tax Credit is not 
removed the date the property is sold, but 
at the end of December in the year it was 
sold. You must file for a Homestead credit 
either by June 1 or Nov. | in the year you 
purchased to get the Homestead Tax Credit 
for the following years thereafter.

Our department is proud of the fine drinking water it provides and is honored to provide this report to you. 
The 2012 annual Consumer Confidence Report on Water Quality show the sources of our water, lists the 
results of our tests, and contains important information about water and health. The Sumpter Township 
Water and Sewer Department will notify you immediately if there is ever any reason from concern about 
our water. We are pleased to show you how we have surpassed water quality standards as mandated by 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) and the State of Michigan Department of Environmental Quality 
(DEQ). The State and EPA require us to test our water on a regular basis to insure its safety. 


Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of 
some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does not necessarily indicate that water poses a 
health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects can be obtained by calling 
the Environmental Protection Agency’s Safe Drinking Water Hotline at (800-426-4791). 


The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, 
reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or through the ground, it 
dissolves naturally-occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and can pick up 
substances resulting from the presence of animals or from human activity. 


Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 


Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may come from sewage treatment 
plants, septic systems, agricultural livestock operations, and wildlife. 


Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, which can be naturally-occurring or result 
from urban storm water runoff, industrial or domestic wastewater discharges, oil and gas 
production, mining, or farming. 


Pesticides and herbicides, which may come from a variety of sources such as agriculture, 
urban storm water runoff, and residential uses. 


Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile organics, which are by- 
products of industrial processes and petroleum production, and can also come from gas stations, 
urban storm water runoff and septic systems. 


Radioactive contaminants, which can be naturally occurring or be the result of oil and gas 
production and mining activities. 


In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, EPA prescribes regulations, which limit the amount of 
certain contaminants in water provided by public water systems. The Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) regulations establish limits for contaminants in bottled water, which must provide the same 
protection for public health.” 


Lead 

If present, elevated levels of lead can cause serious health problems, especially for pregnant women and 
young children. Lead in drinking water is primarily from materials and components associated with service 
lines and home plumbing. Sumpter Township is responsible for providing high quality drinking water, but 
cannot control the variety of materials used in plumbing components. When your water has been sitting 
for several hours, you can minimize the potential for lead exposure by flushing your tap for 30 seconds to 
2 minutes before using water for drinking or cooking. If you are concerned about lead in your water, you 
may wish to have your water tested.

Work/study sessions will be held in the 
Sheldon Room and some items will be 
discussed at the work/study session two 
weeks before being put on the regular 
meeting agenda. This is not in the written 
policy, but a general agreement of board 
members. 

There also is a section on how to call an 
emergency meeting and provisions made 
for emailing packets to board members. 

Supervisor Combs said the board will try 
the new policy and if it doesn’t work out, it 
can be changed. 

There was a dispute between Delaney 
and CeJay Marshall on the policy, with 
Delaney critical of the change and Marshall 
supporting it. 

Delaney said he obtained and read all 
of Marshall’s emails that have been sent 
to township officials. The two men were 
yelling at each other, but Supervisor Combs 
restored order and called for a police officer. 
Two officers arrived and she asked them to 
stay until the end of the meeting. 

Resident Ernie Tozer said he was 
disappointed in the board’s attempt to limit 
comments by the public. 

Tozer suggested putting the board packet 
on the internet so the people can go on 
line and study the information that will 
be considered by the board. That way, 
residents can print out the information they 
want, using their own paper and ink. 

In other business at the 90-minute meeting 
on May 7 the board: 

e Unanimously approved a resolution 
in support of a new Club Liquor License 
with Entertainment permit for the BYC 
which is moving into the former Moose 
Lodge at 831 E. Huron River Dr. BYC 
was represented by Scott Jones. The 
BYC requested skipping the preliminary 
application and the Planning and Economic 
Development Department (including 
Code Enforcement) and the Public Safety 
Department (including Fire Department) 
did necessary checks and gave their 
approval. The resolution will be forwarded 
to the Liquor Control Commission, which 


makes the final decision. BYC stands for 
Belleville Yacht Club, but the private club 
cannot use that name because it is legally 
owned by the owner of Johnny’s; 

e Voted 4-2 to adopt a resolution accepting 
responsibility of the Belle Tire Storm Water 
System maintenance and repair agreement 
with the property owner and notifying 
Wayne County of this action. Voting no was 
Trustee Jeff Jahr, who has long opposed 
the county forcing the township to accept 
responsibility for a storm water system 
designed, permitted, and constructed by 
someone else and owned by someone 
else. Trustee Reggie Miller joined in his 
opposition. The two said they had nothing 
against Belle Tire, but opposed the county’s 
policy. Others on the board also opposed 
the policy, but didn’t want to punish Belle 
Tire, which couldn’t open without being 
hooked up to the county system. The board 
asked Supervisor Combs to take this issue 
to the Council of Western Wayne’s meeting 
on May 10 and she said she would; 

e Approved an additional $49,968 in 
budget amendments for the supervisor’s 
office to complete action required to finalize 
the Jan. 8 hiring of Karin LaMothe as the 
supervisor’s assistant, and to complete the 
separation of staff between the supervisor’s 
office and the assessing department. This 
raises the approved 2013 supervisor’s office 
total to $236,348, up from the $186,407 
approved by the board. Combs said this 
includes buying a new computer, since the 
old computer from the supervisor’s office 
was locked down as evidence in the court 
case. The case is over and the computer has 
been returned; and 

e Approved the grass cutting bid of 
Wiese’s Lawn Care, Inc., of Van Buren 
Township, who has provided these 
services to the township over the past 
two years. The grass cutting will be for 
private properties that have received 
notice of non-compliance. Arthur Mullen, 
interim director of planning and economic 
development, said Wiese’s cost increases 
from 2011 to 2013 are modest in nature. 
The other two bids were TMP Landscaping 
and Later Gator. Mullen said Later Gator 
of Sumpter Township was “not a local 
business” but had significantly lower bids 
on the larger parcels than the other two 
bidders and Mullen said he had concerns 
that they would be able to complete the 
work for these sums and remain financially 
viable, while their charges for extra work 
are significantly higher. Mullen said TMP’s 
bid is questionable since they have the least 
number of larger mowers necessary for 
typical township jobs. Delaney said 48111 
is one community and it’s been said the 
“demigods in the north don’t recognize the 
communities to the south.” Combs stated, 
“We are three separate governments and 
we do partner with Belleville.” Delaney. 
Treasurer Sharry Budd said the purchasing 
policy gives the 5% break to VBT residents 
because, “...they pay the taxes and they get 
the break”.
